Case of Robin Cooper Remanded for 
Retrial—Father on His Way to 
Jail When Reprieved.

|yxasievite April 13.—Col. Duncan B. 
Sooper, convicted of the murder of United 
States Senator Carmack, was pardoned to- 
day by Gov. Patterson immediately after 
the judgment of the Supreme Court of 
Tennessee, confirming his conviction and 
remanding for retrial the case of his son, 
Robin Cooper, convicted with him, was 
rendered. Both men were under sentence 
of twenty wears. It is freely predicted 
Sere to-night that the retrial of Robin 
Cooper will never take place. 
* The pardon has aroused Nashville and 
Tennessee as nothing ever did before. 
The most intense excitement prevails 
throughout the city to-night. All through 
the afternoon and early part of the night 
the street corners, hotel lobbies, and other 
piaces where crowds usually congregate 
have been the scenes of the most heated 
discussions. 

The effect of the pardon has been to 
draw even tighter than before political 
lines in the State. Apparently from dis- 
+ussions on the street not a hundred per- 
eons in Nashville have changed their 
views. Fricnds of the Governor have a 
sew standard to rally about, and they are 
more leyal and devoted than ever. On 
the other hand, the Governor's opponents 
are bitterer than before in their denuncia- 
tion of him and all of those close to him. 
the? are aroused to a pitch that they 

ave never reached before, not even on 
the night of the killing of Senator Car-

Patterson to Run Again. 


The political effect of the pardon will 
be decided in the November election. The

Details of the Great Dirigible Built In 
France for England. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

PARIS, April 13.—For the first time 
the builders of the great dirigible bal- 
loon Clement-Bayard II., which is soon 
to start from Paris for London, have 
allowed exact details af its dimensions 
and capacity to become known, 

It is intended to carry 20 passen- 
gers, 2 pilots, 2 mechanics, 700 pounds 
of petrol, and 440 pounds of ballast. In 
case of necessity the number of pas- 
sengers can be increased to 35. 

The total lifting power of the balloon 
is 7,700 pounds, exclusive of the car and 
motors. The car is 150 feet long and 
the motors are of 125 horse power each. 
There will be two propellers, each of 
them 18 feet in diameter, placed well 
forward of the car, which is hung 21 
feet below.the gas bags. 

The brothers Voisin, who have always 
maintained that an aeroplane can fly 
without any device for warping the 
wings, have been obliged to abandon 
their theory. The latest biplane built 
by them bears a close resemblance to 
that of Henry Farman.

FIRST PENNA. ELECTRIC TRAIN. 


The Railroad Sends One Under Man- 
hattan to Long Island City. 
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The Fennsylvania Railroad overated its 
first electric train through the tunnels 
under Manhattan [sland and East River 
yesterday. The train, made up of six 
construction cars and an electric locomo-" 
tive, ran from the station in New York to 
the Thompson Avenue Viaduct in Sunny- 
side Yard, Long Island City. 

The extensive work on the electrifica- 
tion and signaling in the tunnels between 
Long Island and New Jersey is being 
pushed with all possible speed. The sig- 
nal bridges have been erected on the 
Hackensack meadows section, and the 
third rail is now being laid. The third 
rail work and the track ballasting in both 
the North and East River tunnels are 
practically completed. 

The work remaining to be done on the 
station: ac Seventh Avenue and Thirty- 
third Street consists mostly of cleaning 
up odds and ends. The train indicators 
ut the gates in the concourse are being 
placed in position, and the elevators be- 
tween the track platforms and the exit 
concourse are being instalied. The marble 
floor in the waiting room is practically 
completed, and work on the lighting facil- 
ities is being actively prosecuted. 

Actual use is being made daily of Tube 
A under the East River for the transpor- 
tation of materials now being used in con- 
struction work on the Long Island Road. 
By this means the railroad is saving time 
and the expense of ferrying transporta- 
tion for the hundreds of tons of steél, 
cement, and lumber that are being used 
all over the line. In this tube all the 


electrification and the signals are com- 
pleted.

It is 
now asserted that the splendid building 
material from which this causeway was 
constructed had been disappearing, and 
that citizens who have been tracing it 
have found parts of it hm buildings erect- 
ed by a firm of speculative builders in the 
‘ inside ring,’’ and other portions as pave- 
ment surrounding a recently constructed 
church. 

There is no record that any one ever 
received permission from the borough to 
haul building stone away from the cause- 
way, but many thousands of dollars 
worth of it have been appropriated by 
contractors, the citizens now assert. 

A contract made between the borough 
und a politician named Patrick O’Mara is 
also to be looked into. It was an election- 
time contract, and called for the haul- 
ing of garbage from an accumulated pile, 
which was to have been wholly removed. 
Citizens now assert that the $1,000 called 
for under the contract was really elec- 
tion funds raised in that manner from the 
public treasury, and that the garbage 
pile remains to-day, having been only 
slightly disturbed for the $1,000 osten- 
sibly expended upon it. 

Former employes c the North Shore 
Railroad nade a contribution to the vol- 
ume of charges to the effect that the rail- 
road was once held up for a permit to 
construct a section of new roadbed. They 
had bids as low as 23 cents a yard for 
the work, but were unable to go ahead for 
lack of the borough head’s sanction on 
their work. 

Finally they were assured, it is said, 
that if the contract of a certain firm was 
accepted the permit would be forthcom- 
ing. The firm’s figure was 50 cents a 
yard, but it was taken as a last resort and 
the work was completed,

AMBASSADOR SEES — 
PLOT AGAINST HIM 


Mr. Wilson’ Thinks Certain Mexi- 
cans’ Want to Hurt Him 
and This Country. 























TROUBLE OVER A SPEECH 





Report Sent to New York and Tele- 
graphed Back to Mexico Leads to 
Suspicion of an Intrigue. 





MEXICO CITY, April 18.—Henry Lane 
Wilson, the newly-arrived American Am- 
bassador to Mexico, believes that a plot to 
embarrass him in the discharge of the 
duties of his office exists in this city. 

He does not venture to name those upon 
whom his suspicions rest, if he has sus- 
picions as to the identity of those inter- 
ested, but he declares that ‘‘ in, due time 
the exact character of the intrigue, which 
is one not only hostile to the Embassy 
but to the interests of the American Gov- 
ernment as well, will be known.” 

His discovery of the alleged 
grew out of the receipt yesterday by El 
Imparcial, a leading Spanish daily, of a 
New York dispatch recounting the publil- 
cation in that city of the offense which 
the Ambassador is alleged to have given 
the Mexican people in a recent speech at 
a banquet given in his honor by the

American colony. 

Mr. Wilson is said in the story to have 
‘‘ succeeded, as has no other diplomat be- 
fore him, in exciting the Latin blood of 
Mexico through a historical reference to 
the Empire of Charles V. of Spain, which, 
he said, enslaved the bodies and souls of 
the pecple of two hemispheres in the 
name of God, and attributing to the Aztec 
and Toltec blood in large degree the rise 
and development of Mexican civilization.” 

Even the Americans present were said 
to have received the Ambassador's words 
on these subjects with great astonishment. 

The Ambassador's words were criticised 
editorally by El Correo Espafiol, a news- 
paper of limited circulation among the 
Spanish residents, and this made the basis 
of the story published in New York. 

El Imparcial, as well as a number of 
lesser Mexican dailies, editorially com- 
mended the speech of the new Ambassa- 
dor. Several of the Americans who were 
iresent say that the reference to Charies 
V. passed almost unnoticed. The entire 
speech, which was a response to & toast, 
was warmly applauded by those at the 
banquet. 

Mr. Wilson to-day said: 

‘My speech was intended as a compli- 
ment to the Mexican people, and I be- 
lieve that it was so received by them. 
Only a distorted imagination or licious 
intention would be able to discover any 
purpose to offend or any absence of cour- 
tesy. 

‘‘Since I arrived here the Mexican peo- 
ple and the vast majority of the Amert- 
eans have been most courteous and kind, 
but there seems to exist an as yet unde- 
fined, but none the less active intrigue, 
furthered by interests which did not wel- 
some the coming of the present Ambas- 
sador. In due time the exact character 
intrigue. which is one not only 
‘ostile to the embassy but to the inter- 
ests of the American Government as well, 
will be known.”

EXCHANGE TO AUDIT 
ITS MEMBERS BOOKS 


Governors Report Amendment 
Which Seems to Give That 
Power to Law Committee. 








PROVISION IS \NOT CLEAR 





But Investment Houses That Have 
Been Urging Reforms Believe Thelr | 
Victory Is Now Complete. 





The Governing Committee of the Stock 
Exchange passed an amendment to the 
constitution yesterday which the insurgent 
element among its members consider 
tantamount to the auditing of brokers’ 
books. The amendment has yet to be 
voted upon by the Exchange as a body 
after being posted for ten days. It changes 
the ninth subdivision of Section 1 of 
Article 11 of the constitution to read as 
follows: 


Ninth—-A Law Committee to consist of 
five members, to which shall be referred 
all] questions of law affecting the intsrests 
of the Exchange. 

It shal} act in an advisory capacity to the 
President when requested, shail represent 
the Exchange in conferences with other in- 
terests, and is authorized and empowered, 
whenever the committee shall deem it to 
be for the interest of the Exchange, to 
examine into the dealings of. any member 
ef the Exchange. 


The new matter 
somewhat ambiguous second paragraph 
The only official interpretation of it whicn 
could be obtained at the Stock Exchange 
offices yesterday was that the Law Com- 
mittee’s power to represent the Exchange 
“in conferences with other interests ”’ 
would be of great advantage in such 
crises as occurred in the money panic of 
1907, when for a day in the face of a 
collapsing market the question of clos- 
ing the Exchange during an adjustment 
of the financial strain, hung in doubt. 
The last meeting of the Governing Com- 
mittee made three other changes in the 
constitution dealing with three of the prin- 
cipal reforms advocated by the. Hughes 
committee, 

There were left, then, only two meas- 
ures which the conservative element on 
the Exchange, the most ardent advocates 
of reform, believe to be still necessary. 
One of these was some system of check- 


ing up the solvency of brokerage houses. 


before actual difficulties brought bad 
management or dishonesty into public 
notice. The other was the question of 
fixing a minimum rate of margins for 
brokerage houses. The latter suggestion 
was advocated less warmly becatse the 
margin exactions depend so much on the 
financial resources of customers, wut the 
proposal to soruti.-> the books has had 
advocates, more- particularly 
among commission houses who depend 
on the investment business of the gen- 
éral public for profits. 

To this element the meat of yesterday’s 
change in the constitution is contained in 
the end of the amending paragraph which 
authorizes the Law Committee ‘* when- 
ever the committee shall deem it to be 
for the tnterests of the Exchange, to ex- 
amine into the dealings of any member 
of the Exchange.”’ 

The Exchange officlals always have 
had the power to examine the books of 
any member, but the process has been im- 
practical, owing to the large membership 
in the Governing Committes. In practice 
it has only been applied when a house 
has failed or a flagrant mismanagement 
or dishonesty has been uncovered, that 
the machinery had been put to work. 
It was the generai bellef yesterday that 
a way had now been opened to keep care- 
ful tabs cn the books of Stock piney 
houses, whether examinations are made 
regularly or not. 

Some members of the Exchange would 
have gone further, and have had brokers’ 
books, open to regular inspection in the 
same way that Nationa] and State banks 
and trust companies are examined several 
times a vear by regularly constituted of- 
ficials. This policy was advocated by 
commission houses in the belief that if 
Stock Exchange houses received a certifi- 
cation of solvency the increased confi- 
dence of the public would result in a 
larger business, 

Tt was pointed out yesterday that the 
officials of the Exchange are in such close 
touch with the affairs of members that 
with a committee empowered to enter a 
broker's office, practically on its own vo- 
lition, and go over ris books, such condl- 
tions as resulted in the McIntyre & Cos- 
ter, Knapp & Co. failures two years ago 
would be virtually impossible, 

The Law Committee as it will stand un- 
til the change in officers takes place next 
month consisis of F. K. Sturgis, Chair- 
man; Francis L. Eams, J. T. Atterbury, 
Rudolph Keppler, and Henry K. Pomroy. 
Upon this committee has fallen most of 
the work of revising ¢he constitution of 
the Exchange to fulfill the recommenda- 
tions of the Hughes Committes, and they 
also were responsible largely for the 
prompt discipline meted out to those re- 
Spunsible for the Rock Island flurry of 
December ani the Hocking pool collapse 
of. January. 

At yesterday’s meeting the Governors 
also adcpted a resolution -formrally dis- 
solving the tnlisted Securities Commit- 
tec, that department having been abol-

JEWEL CASE IN BROADWAY. 


Owner Left His Samples There While 
He Was In a Cafe. 


Thousands of persons passed the Hoff- 
man House yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing, and never noticed a small leather 
sample case that stood unguarded on 
the sidewalk at one corner of the hotel. 

The sample case had been left there by 
a oareless salesman. It contained about 
$1,200 worth of gold trinkets.

back combs,

It was to have been held last 
December, and the creation of from eight 
to ten cardinals has been looked for. 

The question of a new American car- 
dinal has been prominently discussed, but 
no definite decision has ever been reached 
with reference to such an appointment. 
Those most prominently named as can- 
didates have been Archbishop John M. 
Farley of New York, Archbishop James 
Edward Quigley of Chicago, Archbishop 
John Ireland of St, Paul, and Archbishop 
James H: Blenk of New Orleans. 

The Rome Tribuna has on various oc- 
casions referred to the probability of the 
creation of a new American cardinal 
and has named Archbishop Ireland and 
Archbishop Farley as the most Itkely 
candidates.

Mr. Brackett lost no time 
issuing a sweeping denial that there was 
anything questionable in the transactions | 
in connection with which has name ap-| 
peared on the books of Ellingwood & | 
Cunningham. Senator Brackett declared | 
that it was purely a speculative account 
he carried with the New York brokerage 
house, and that everything connected 
with the transactions would stand the 
light of day. In this he was supported 
by Supt. of Insurance Hotchkiss. who has 
examined the books in question in the 
course of his investigation of the fire in- 
surance companies. Mr. Hotchkiss said 
he felt convinced there was nothing about 
the Brackett transactions which the Sen- 
ator could not satisfactorily explain. 

‘‘So far as the transaction with Elling- 
wood & Cunningham in 19091 is con- 
cerned.”’ said Senator Brackett, “‘it was 
a sale of 200 shares of stock for me and 
paying me the proceeds. The stock had 
previously been bought through another 
firm of brokers and paid for. There were 
some transactions with Ellingwood & 
Cunningham subsequent to 1901 where, 
as brokers, they both bought and solid 
for me. In every case the stocks were | 
bought in the open market at the regu- | 
lar rate, were paid for by me—I do not; 
mean to say thev were not carried on 
margin at that time, brt were ultimately | 
paid for by me 

“There was no gift. nor seceret benefit, | 
nor advantage of eny kind given to me. | 
It was a plain purchase and sale in each | 
case of stocks that could not be affected | 
by any legislation in New York, the de- | 
tails of which 1 am willing that any one 
and every one should know, and which 
can be proven by checks and records 
beyond any challenge.” 

Senator Brackett then gave these details 
of his transactions with Ellingwood & 
Cunningham: 

‘“*‘In the year 190) I 
stock from McIntyre & 
had an office in the Produce 
Building in New York. The firm got 
such condition that they did not care 
carry my stock any longer. { had pur- 
ehased it on a margin. and I borrowed 
sums from such institutions as I could to} 
buy the stock and take it out of their | 
hands. IT had 100 shares in my own name, 
and held 200 shares jointly with a friend. 
Later the joini was divided, and |, 
then held 200 shares. 

‘*In the Spring of 1901, I think 
sent the stock to Ellengwood & 
ham through a friend, as they were the 
only brokers | knew of. and instructed 
them to sell it. They cculd not dispose of 
it at the figure I stipulated and, finally, 
on Sept. 13, they sold it and the next day 
sent- me a check. The s‘3ck was sold at 
a loss of thousands

MILAN, April 13. — Col. Roosevelt’s 
deep interest in the progress of moral 
reform in the United States was shown 
to-day. During the height of a sponta- 
neous demonstration on the part of the 
entire population of Porto Maurizzio in 
connection with his departure for Ven- 
ice, en route to Vienna, and while a mob 
of enthusiastic persons surged around 
the railroad station, Mr. Roosevelt sat 
in a room reserved fer distinguished 
visitors discussing the corruption in 
San Francisco politics with ex-Mayor 
Phelan of that city. 

I learned later from Mr. Phelan that 
Mr. Roosevelt expressed deep interest 
in the San Francisco situation, and that 
he especially regretted Francis J. He- 
ney’s defeat last’ Autumn, but, despite

They 
will remain there until 2 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, when the journey to Vienna will 
be resumed. Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss 
Ethel Roosevelt will remain here. 

The ex-President and his son traveled 
to-day in a svecial car, placed at their 
disposal by the Italian Government. The 
popular demonstration upon the departure 
of Mr. Roosevelt all but exceeded in im- 
pressiveness that which had marked his 
arrival. The Mayor had placarded the 
town with a proclamation thanking the 
distinguished American for his visit, and 
referring to him in the most compliment- 
ary,terms. Throughout the streets flam- 
ing posters bore the message ‘* Corne back 
soon!” 

An hour before the train started the 
Mayor, the Prefect of Police, and the 
City Fathers went to the Carow villa, and 
escorted Mr. Roosevelt’s carriage to the 
railway station amid a veritable rain of 
flowers. At the station a battalion of in- 
fantry, headed by a band, was drawn 
up and stood at salute as Mr. Roosevelt 
stepped from the carriage, bade good-bye 
to those who had accompanied him, and 
entered the car. As the train pulled out 
Mr. Roosevelt stood on the car platform 
waving his hat, while the band played 
“The Star-Spangled Banner”’’ and the 
crowd shouted “* Long live Roosevelt!”’ 

Prior to the departure of Mr. Roosevelt 
ex-Mayor Phelan of San Francisco had a 
interview with him. Through Mr. 
Roosevelt extended an invi- 
tation to Francis J. Heney to visit him 
soon after he reaches the United States.

Jury Disallows His $93,000 Thaw 

Fee and Judge Holt Holds Trial 


Records for Investigation. 


DISBARMENT THREATENS 





Court Thinks Some of the Lawyer’s 
Disbursements Were intended 
to Thwart Justice. 





A jury of eleven men in the United 
States Circuit Court returned a verdict for 
the defendant yesterday in the suit insti- 
tuted by Clifford W. Hartridge against 
Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw to recover $93,- 
000 which the lawyer contended was the 
balance due him for counsel fees and dis- 
bursements in connection with the first 
trial of Harry K. Thaw for the murder of 
Stanford White. The twelfth juror dis- 
appeared some time after the trial began 
and the case continued for the last three 
weeks with only eleven men in the jury 
box. 

Immediately on the announcement of 
the verdict, and when he had summarily 
denied a motion by Hartridge’s counsel 
to set the verdict aside as against the 
weight of the evidence, Judge Holt, pre- 
siding, made the unusual move of order- 
ing the record of the trial and the ex- 
hibits impounded for presentation to the 
District Attorney and the Grievance Com- 
mittee of the Bar Association. 

The reason of this order the court stated 
frankly to be the alternative of perjury 
during the trial of the case in stating 
some of the disbursements which Hart- 
ridge said he made, or else unprofessional 
conduct in making disbursements of such 
character as a part of the task of con- 
ducting the defense of a person accused of 
crime. 

Following the severe arraignment which 
Judge Holt made of Hartridge in his 
charge to the jury, this further pro- 
nouncement created a deep impression 
in the Federal Building. The impression 
prevails that the matter will be pushed 
vigorously along the lines indicated by 
the court, particularly by reason of the 
fact that Abram S. Rose of the firm of 
Kellogg & Rose, counsel for Mrs. Thaw, 
was designated by Judge Holt a special 
officer of the United States Circuit Court 
to take the matter up with the District 
Attorney and the Bar Association. 

The disbursements that made all the 
trouble were shown in items of his bill of 
particulars, which, as further elucidated by 
him on the witness stand, represented pay- 
ments made to women of the Tenderloin and 
others of similar character, to keep them 
from telling to the prosecuting authori- 
ties stories detrimental to Harry Thaw’s 
case. Hartridge’s services in this connec- 
tion figures up work for 180 nights in 
the Tenderloin, and he included in his 
bill charges for the services of his own 
stenographer to whom he paid $20 a week 
regularly, ranging from $12 to $20 a night 
for taking the evidence of these women 
and similar services. , . 

The case went to the jury on Tuesday 
afterncon, and it returned its sealed ver- 
dict for the defendant yesterday morning. 
William R. Wilder, counsel for Hartridge, 
made the usual motion to dismiss the 
verdict which Judge Holt denied, after 
which the Judge continued: 

‘“‘ Refore closing the trial I wish to refer 
to the subject of the charges made in the 


grounds for a prosecution for perjury 
exist in this case. 

‘‘If all the yments charged in this 
bill of purticulars were made, there is 
ground for an investigation to determine 
whether the offense of obstructing the 
course of justice has been committed. 

‘In any case, the facts developed on 
this trial call for a thorough investigation 
to determine whether the plaintiff has 
been guilty of professional misconduct 
calling for action by the court which ad- 
mitted him to practice law. 

‘*]T therefore direct that the papers and 
exhibits in this case be impounded and 
left with the clerk and that they be sub- 
mitted to the District Attorney for con- 
sideration whether a prosecution for any 
criminal offense should be brought, and 
to the Grievance Committee of the Bar 
Association for consideration whether any 
proceedings for professional misconduct 
should be brought, and I appoint Mr. Rose 
an officer of this court to do whatever is 
necessary to carry these directions into 
effect.’’ 

Neither Mrs. Thaw nor her son Harry, 
who has been in attendance at the trial, 
was in court when the verdict was ren- 
dered. Hartridge sat through it impas- 
sively and shortly after the court ad- 
journed for the day he gave out to the 
newspapers a long statement in the course 
of which hs said: ~ 

‘‘ When I first went into this case I was 
as much or more interested in Thaw in 
a friendly way than as his attorney. The 
first thing he asked me to do was to pro- 
tect him along certain lines, which, up to 
that time, I had known nothing about. I 
continued all through the case trying to 
guard and protect him on those lines. 

“A few weeks after the shooting his 
mother sent for me. I subsequently rep- 
resented her, and I ielt, knowing all I 
then did, an additional sympathy for her 
and a feeling that she should be spared 
as much as possible of the stories about 
her son. 

‘I was constantly urged by Thaw and 
subsequently by Mrs. William Thaw to 
protect the whole family, as the evidence 
in Mrs. Thaw’s letters shows distinctly 
that she knew I was doing this and that 
I was expending large sums of money in 
so doing, for which there could be no 
vouchers and for which I could not be 
asked to render an account.” 

Hartridge went on to explain that he 
had rendered detailed statements of his 
expenditures at the end of 1906 and later 
on, about the close of the first trial, which 
statements, he said, were accepted with- 
out question. He continued: 

‘*Had I a brother or near relative that 
I was working for I could not have put 
more brain or heart into the matter. If 
I did any work that technically is usually 
done by detectives or other employes it 
was because I found that the work could 
not be done in this case by any one but 
myself. 

“If I have erred in any way with these 
people, it was that I thought of gwen 
from the time I went into the case unti 
the disagreement of the jury after the 
first trial, but their interests.

INTO INFECTED MILK 


Resolution Calls for Investigation 
of Spread of Tuberculosis and 
Typhoid by This Means. 


COLD STORAGE INQUIRY, TOO 





Senate Faces Action on Heyburn’s 
Resolution to Investigate Amount of 
Food So Stored and Its Quality. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—A resolution 
containing a number of startling state- 
ments concerning the spread of tuber- 
culiosis and typhoid because of germ-in- 
fected milk, cream, and butter has been 
offered in the House by Representative 





l Herbert Parsons of New York. The reso- 

lution asks for an: immediate investiga~ 
tion by the House Committee on Agri- 
culture of the spread of these diseases, 
and directs that this committee shall 
recolnmend to the House legislation necés- 
sary to combat the diseases, especially 
in so far as they may be laid at tne 
door of inter-State shipments of dairy 
products. 

The preamble to the resolution recites 
that the Department of Agriculture has 
recently ascertained that the tuberculosis 
bacilli may thrive in butter for a period 
of sixty days and that the germs may 
live practically the same length of time 
in milk. 

‘It appears,’’ says the preamble, “ that 
the alarming prevalence of tuberculosis in 
the human tamily in all parts of the 
United States ard in the District of Co- 
lumbia and the prevalence of typhoid and 
other diseases which endanger the public 
health, are due to a considerable extent 
to the consumption of milk and cream ob- 
tainea from diseased cows and to the cun- 
sumption of butter produced from milk 
and cream which contains tuberculosis 
and typhoid bacilli. 

‘‘More than one sample out of every 
twenty of commercial or market milk from 
various dairies supplying milk to the 
City of Washington were found to be 
infected with tuberculosis bacilli.’ 

It is stated that the investigation of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry has shown 
that of a large proportion of herds_sup- 
plying milk to Washington about 17 per 
cent. are infected with tuberculosis. 


$23,000,000 a Year Loss. 


“The bureau estimates the annual loss 
from white plague among dairy cattle at 
$23,000,000,"" continues the Parsons reso- 
lution. ‘‘To overcome the great losses 
before mentioned, is worth considerable 
trouble and expense. The benefits to be 
derived from the eradication of tuber- 


culosis from farm animals are so great 
and so obvious that the necessary ex- 
enditures, even though they must be 
eavy, may be regarded as a highly prof- 
itable investment.” 
The bureau report says: 

Milk is so often infected with tubercle 
bacilli that, unless we know It to be derived 
from cows that are certainly free from 
tuberculosis, it is not safe to use it in a 
raw state. Tubercle bacilli In milk are 
transferred to cream, butter, and cheese 
made from it, and may occur in these 
products in greater concentration than in 
the milk from which they are derived. 

The vitality of the typhoid bacilli has been 
investigated both In butter and in milk. 
On the 15lst day after the manufacture 
of butter from milk infected with typhoid 
germs living colonies of these baclili de- 
veloped on plates that were made from the 
butter, ‘proving that these bacilli retain 
their vitality and are ready to multiply 
whenever opportunity presents for 151 days.

Senate Hearings on Cold Storage. 


The bill was referred to Mr. Heyburn’s 
committee, with the result that he brought 
in a resolution to-day authorizing the 
committee to sit during the sessions of 
the Senate and have hearings to ascertain 


the quantity of meat, eggs, and other food 
held in cold storage and to discover what 
harm, if any, results trom keeping food 
in cold storage. As the resolution called 
for the expenditure of money, it was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Audit and 
Control. 

Senator te: presented a statement by 
Dr. H. W. iley, Chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry, which said: 

“There is no excuse for detaining any 
article of food in cold storage for a 
period Jonger than nine months. When- 
ever the storage of a product is continued 
long enough to interfere with the output 
of next season’s crop, it has been carried 
to a point beyond the limits of reasonable 
economy and practical hygiene.’’ 

Dr. Wiley adds that it is perfectly legiti- , 
mate to carry over the supplus of times 
of great production of food to times when | 
the production is diminshed, or has ceased 
bay tres so long as there is no apprecia- 
ble deterioration. He says that the stor- 
age of strictly seasonal products should 
be prohibited by law, and that even 
canned goods, which are a benefit to the 
people, should not be carried over longer 
than the ending of one season and the 
beginning of the next. 

Dr. Wilev named a number of articles 
that were benefited by storage, and gave 
a iong Hst of tables showing the effect 
of storage upon other products.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—A_ pension. 
bill of sweeping provisions under which, 
all surviving volunteer officers of ther 
United States Army who served six.

STAFF THREATENS TO QUIT 





Generally Admitted That,: to Put It 
Mildly, the Fare Is Not as Good 
as It Ought to Be. 


The authorities in charge of Bellevue 
Hospital ‘were dlarmed for a while yes- 


terday afternoon following a report that: 


a majority of the sixty physicians, com- 
prising the medical staff of the hospital, 
were seriously considering tendering their 
resignations as a result of the suspension 
of Dr. J. F. McGrath, house surgeon, and 
Dr. L. H. Rogers, the senior surgeon of 
the gynaecological ward, by Dr. W. H. 
Smith, the new Superintendent of Belle- 
vue. The suspension of Drs. McGrath and 
Rogers followed their admission to Dr. 
Smith that they were in part responsible 
for certain stories printed a few weeks 
ago, stating that the food served to the 


medical staff was of an inferior quality.’ 


Both Dr. McGrath and Dr. Rogers are 
popular with the other members of the 
staff, and it was said that the staff gen- 
erally agreed with what they had said 
about the food. Most of the other phy- 
Sicilians also did not consider that the two 
doctors were guilty of any impropriety 
when they made their complaint public 
through the newspapers instead of. going 
to Dr. Smith first about it. 

The stories in which the food served at 
the table of the medical staff was so 
severely criticised were published about 
two weeks ago. Dr. Smith said last night 
that the first he knew about the com- 
plaints was when he read them in the 
newspapers. He added that he considered 
the giving out of the stories a grave viola- 
tion of the rules, and he had determined 
to find out who was responsible for their 
publication. No names were mentioned in 
the stories. 

For the last two weeks Dr. Smith has 
been quietly investigating. Failing to 
find out what he wanted to know from 
the reporters he decided to go straight to 
the doctors themselves. Yesterday he had 
Drs. McGrath and Rogers before him and 
put the matter up to them. The young 
physicians promptly admitted that they 
were partly responsible for the stories, 
and Dr. Smith immediately suspended 
them pending action by the Board of 
Trustees. 

Some members of the medical staff, it 
was said afterward, were indignant at 
the outcome, and did not hesitate to ex- 
press their disapproval of Dr. Smith’s 
course. Then it was that the report that 
the sixty young doctors in Bellevue were 
considering resigning in a body. There 
were 1,008 patients in Bellevue yesterday, 
and had these young doctors walked out 
this great number of ill and afflicted 
people would have been left without 
medical attention at least for a while. 

Dr. Smith talked freely last night of 
what had happened. He admitted that 
he had heard the rumors about the doc- 
tors being on the verge of resigning, but 
he was certain that no such action would 
be taken.

Road had exhibited would undoubtedly: 
injure the company’s own interests and 
Cause popular indignation. The Commis- 
sioner remarks that the officers of the 


company were found to be of the impres-- 


sion that the City Magistrates would not. 
hold. persons arrested for trespassing on 
the -railroad’s tracks, but that his in- 
quiry had disclosed that no such arrests © 
have been: made in recent years, and this 
he thinks justifes his opinion that if the. 
railroad would make an earnest effort to 


have the law enforced the Magistrates 
would co-operate. a 

The letter sent to the railroad company 
declares that its failure to produce any 
explanation of the accidents ‘ constitutes 
an especially serious reproach to the man- 
agement of your company.’’ The general

ers who became accident victims have 
been nearly all working people, who find 
the tracks of the. company a convenient 
short cut from their homes to their places 
of employment.

The Pennsylvania Railroad, which cone: 
trols the Long Island Road, has been 
devoting much time to the railroad tramp 
nuisance, linked, as it is, to that of hand- 
ling the workman trespasser, and on some 
parts of its .system has undertaken a 
campaign of education to proture the as- 
sistance of local authorities in enforcing 
the anti-trespass section of the railroad 
law. But to the Long Island such efforts 
appear not to have extended. ‘The evi- 
dence taken by Commissioner Bassett 
showed, not only that the law against 
trespassing was considered a dead letter, 
but that in not one of the nine cases of 
unexplained killings during December, 
January, and February was any report 
made to the officers of the road by the 
crew .of the train that ran over the vic- 
tim. More than this, any possible traces 
of the accident were removed from the 
engines before they were examined, for 
such examination of engines after the 
discovery of a body as was made failed 
to reveal the slightest evidence that a 
killing had occurred.

Judge Foster Arranges Peace Confer- 
ence Between Rival Societies. 


It looked yesterday as though the end 
of the tong war in Chinatown was in 
sight. Terence J. McManus, counsel for 
the Four Brothers, or See Sing Tong, 
called on Judge Warren W. Foster of 
General.

A few days ago when he first was 
asked by the lawyers for the tongs to 
arrange a peace conference as he did in 
1905, Judge Foster was told that, while 
the On Leong leaders were anxious for 
such a conference, the Four Brothers’ 
leaders would not sign a peace compact 
until they had avenged the death of two 
members, who were killed by On Leong 
men on Sunday in Chinatown. 

Sam Lock, head of the Four Brothers, 
went with McManus to Judge Foster's 
chambers yesterday and assured the 
Judge that his tang men would abide by 
any agreement which may be reached.

FEAR AN ABUSE OF POWER 


* 
Messrs. Choate, Guthrie, Milburn, Mor- 
awitz, and Fox Unite in the Argu- 
ment—Stetson Files a Paper. 








A memorandum prepared by prominent 
New York lawyers in opposition to ‘the 
proposed income tax. amendment. to the 
Constitution of the United States has just 
been submitted to the State Legislature. 
The lawyers take issue with Senator Root, 
who advocates the income tax, and reply 
to some of his contentions made in a re- 
cent rejoinder to Gcv, Hughes, who Op-| 
poses the amendment. 

Those who have submitted the memo- 
randum are Joseph H, Choate, William 
D. Guthrie, Victor Morawitz, Austen G. 
Fox, John G. Milburn, and Francis Lynde 
Stetson. Mr. Stetson has submitted a sepa- 
rate memorandum in which he concurs 
with the other lawyers in some of their 
objections to the. proposed amendment, 
but says he would not oppose'an income 
tax amendment provided it were put in 
proper form. : 

Mr. Choate and his associates contend 
not only that the proposed taxing power 
of the National Government would give it 
permission to levy a tax on State and 
municipal securities, but that such an 
amendment would remove the protection 
against a possible abuse of the taxing 
power contained in the rule of apportion- 
ment which was added to the Constitution 
by the Constitutional Convention. They 
Say that while certain Senators and econ- 
omists contend that the clause in the 
proposed amendment referring to the tax 
levy ‘“‘from whatever gource derived” 
may safely be disregarded and treated as 
wholly negligible and meaningless, and 
that it would be the duty of the courts to 
construe and apply the amendment as if 
this particular clause had not been in- 
serted, that such a contention is in direct 
conflict with one of the fundamental and 
best settled rules of constitutional con- 
Struction. They quote from a decision of 
the Supreme Court written by Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall which says that no clause 
in the Constitution was intended to be 
without effect, and from another to the 
same effect by Chief Justice Taney, and 
add: 

“In the Ngnt of those canons of con- 
Struction, which have never been ques- 
tioned in apy case, we are of the opinion 
that it is extremely unlikely that the 


Supreme Court of the U nited States would 
hold that the clause ‘from whatever | 
source derived’ was Enaanbeaians. and in- 
effective, that the words were not em- 
ployed in their natural sense, that the 
Congress and the people did not intend 
what they said, or that the amendment 
did not confer power to tax incomes de- 
rived from State and municipal bonds or 
the salaries of State officials. It is cer- 
tainly difficult to perceive how the courts 
could logically reach the conclusion that 
incomes from State bonds and the sal- 
aries of State officials would not be tax- 
able under the proposed amendment, ex- 
cept by holding that such incomes were 
not derived from any source.’’ 
Continuing, the authors of the memo- 
randum say that the Sixteenth Amend- 
ment was proposed as part of a pro- 
eramme to procure the passage of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law. Referring to 
the proportion New York would pay in 
the event of such a tax being levied as 
proposed instead of by apportionment, 
Mr. Choate and his fellow-drafters of the 
memorandum say that should the old

By exempting incomes, possibly under 
$100,000, the lawyers go on to say that a 
comparatively few.wealthy men, constitut- 
ing. everywhere the. minority, could be 
obliged: to bear the whole burden of taxa- 
tion. They argue that if.a direct tax were 
now levied and duly apportioned among 
the States according to population, as re- 
quired by the Constitution, the smaller 
and poorer States would pay compara- 
tively little and the more populous and 
richer States would pay what would seem 
to be their full share of the taxation by 
the National Government, 

It is also pointed out that if New York 
State wished to levy an income tax after 
the adoption of the proposed amendment 
it would be practically. impossible, owing 
to the fact that a Federal tax would take 
precedence.

Six of the men were fighting their way 
through the cellroom of,the jail into the 
workshop, when an explosion of a gaso- 
line tank caused the back draft, and 
slammed behind them the fron doors sep- 
arating the two buildings. Three of the 
men were hemmed in a corner and burned 
to death, wr*le the other three made their 


way to a barred winuow, to which. they 
clung, with streams of water playing on 
them from the outside... Soon after they 
reached the window the roof fell in. 
Ladders were reared and the men taken 
out. The remaining dead firemen were 
caught by the same back draft as they 
wers working at the other end of the 
duilding, and were carried down by the 
roof when it fell. 

Shugrue, who was found lying at the 
foot of the wall of the workshop, told how 
Doherty, Cullen, and. Mortell met their 
death. When they found themselv= 
hemmed in by the closing of the door 
they made for’ the cellar in search of 
air. With the flames already catching 
their clothing, they searched the cellar for 
a place to escape, but found none. 

** It’s up to the roof, boys,’’ said one of 
the men, and the four crawled upstairs 
again. By this time the building was’ a 
mass of flames. Shugrue was the first 
to reach the roof, and, holding his head in 
his coat, reached down to Lieut. Doherly 
to pull him up. He held the Lieutenants 
wrist, but the others, exhausted by their 
efforts to reach the upper stories, were 
unable to help. Shugrue held on as long 
as he could and then let go. Doherty 
dropped into the flames. The other two 
he -eould not. see. Shugrue crawled to 
the edge of the roof and jumped, landing 
at the foot of the building, where he was 
found two hours later. Vaugh; who was 
| caught in the building, was rescued by 
James Cronogue. The latter crawled into 
the building, and putting his helmet over 
Vaugh’s face, pulled him out. 

The fire was. discovered by a prisoner. 
and the 175 men in the workshop were 
!sent to their cells. When it was seen 
that ‘there was danger of the fire spread- 
ing to the main building the 246 male 
and 42 female inmates were marshaled 
on the lawn in perfect. order, and then 
taken to the police stations and the Foot 
Guard Armory. By authority of Gov.

In 1905, when 
the cost of the change of grade was as- 
sessed, Astor put in no claim, but later 
a special act of the Legislature was 
passed which gave him the right to sue. 
He then put in a claim for $100,000 dam- 
weges. 
' The Corporation Counsel moved to dfs- 
miss the claim on the ground that the 
statute was unconstitutional because it 
removed the city from the protection of 
the Statute of Limitations, also contend- 
ing that the award, if any, would have to 
be paid out of the general fund, since the 
assessments against the benefited prop- 
erty had been settled. 

The Commissioners threw out the claim 
and were sustained by the Supreme Court, 
but the Appellate Division canceled the 
report and ordered the Commissioners to 
rehear the case. The second hearing be- 
fore the Commissioners was begun in 
1908, and December last they again de- 
cided that Astor could’ not collect, even 
though Astor had reduced his claim to 
$40,500.

FINDS CITY 
NEAR A HARLEM SPAN 


Mayor Says Rent for Bronx Ap- 
proach to Madison Avenue 
Bridge Is a Gross Swindle. 





TRAFFIC MAY BE STOPPED 





Rental $21,500 a Year for Five Years 
on Land Worth $60,000—Gaynor 
Refuses to Vote for it. 





It is. possible that traffic over the tem- 
porary Madison Avenue bridge over the 
Harlem River, including the 135th Street 
crosstown cars, may be stopped for a 
while. Mayor Gaynor and President of 
the Board of Aldermen Mitchel made re- 
marks yesterday about Bradley L, Eaton 
and E, L. Barnard, owners of the prop- 
crty now being used for one of the ap- 
proaches to the temporary bridge, saying 
that the rental the city has been com- 
pelled to pay for it has been exorbitant. 
The Mayor refused to vote for a renewal 


of the lease at the old rental. The own- 
ers seem to have not the slightest idea of 
lowering it. Mayor Gaynor threatened 
condemnation \ proceedings. 

The city is building a new Madison Ave- 
nue bridge over the Harlem. River. It 
will not be ready until next year. 
When it was decided to build the new 
bridge the old structure was shifted south- 
ward along the Harlem. River a few hun- 
dred feet, the shift throwing it out of 
connection with its old street approaches. 
The city then sought to rent private lands 
on both sides of the river that could be 
used for approaches to the temporary 
bridge. 

On Nov. 25, 1905, the city leased from 
B. L. Eaton and EK, L. Barnard, Directors 
of Church E. Gates & Co., lumber 
dealers, at Mott Avenue and 138th Street, 
u strip of land thirty feet wide, running 
from Mott Avenue to the temporary 
bridge, and through the middle of the 
iumber yard, for $21,500 a year. This ap- 
proach takes in about six and one-half 
lots, and is estimated by the city to be 
worth about $60,000. Hence the property 
has already been twice bought in rents, 
according to the city’s estimates. 

The land rented for the approach on the 
Manhattan side of the river was not so 
great. It was got for a rental of $11,000. 


City in a Tight Place. 


At the meeting of the Sinking Fund 
Commission yesterday Bridge Commis- 
sioner Martin noted that the leases on the 
property covered by the two approaches 
would expire this May, that the new Madi- 
son Avenue Bridge could not be finished 


until next year, and though the rent 
money on the property was excessive, he 
thought the city had better pay it again. 
The property owners on the Manhattan 
side would not lease for less tl an a year, 
he said, and Mr. Eaton and Mr. Barnard, 
owners of the approach on the Bronx side, 
would not reduce the rent, though they 
hadn’t refused to lease for six months. 
Mr. Martin said he thought that about 
$8,500 would be a fair rental for the Eaton 
and Barnard property, but that the city, 
not being able to exercise any choice 
in the selection of the land, had paid it 
year by year, though under protest. A 
bridge on the north and south of the 
temporary structure prevented its being 
moved to any other location. Mr. Martin 
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Weapon Dated 1650 Brings Top Price at 
Yerkes Sale—Total Returns $2,207,866. 


The sword of Oliver Cromwell, which 
was not catalogued, was the most impor- 
tant sale of yesterday afternoon at the 
Yerkes mansion, where the American Art 
Association disposed of the last of the 


houschold belongings, and went to E. H. 
Litchfield of Brooklyn for $1,500. -T'he 
sword had been locked in a safe, and was 
brought to Nght after the other articles 
had been scheduled. It was formerly in 
the Museum of Warwickshire, England. 
It is decorated with medallions, the pom- 
mel corresponding. The broad blade is 
paneled, and bears the arms and motto 
of the Commonwealth of -England. The 
sword is dated 1650. There were several 
competitors for it. 

An Italian rapier brought one of the 
higher prices of the day, $940. It had a 
flat blade, with inscriptions in the grooves 
on either side, and the pommei and guard 
decorated with trophies in relief. Mr. 
Litchfield, who has a collection of ar- 
mor, paid $400 for a suit of armor, Ger- 
man Gothic, early sixteenth century. He 
also paid $390 for a pair of German pis- 
tols, ornamented with inlays of engraved 
and carved ivory. ‘There were the orig- 
inal wooden rammers. 

A mammoth double lock of the German 
Renaissance period, wrought polished 
steel, with tooled ornamentation and two 
keys, bearing the name Hanus George 
Lampp, of the sixteenth century, brought 
$410. A lot of eleven Gothic keys, early 
English, Italian, and German, brought 
$310. George W. Young, the husband of 
Mme. Nordica, made a number of pur- 
chases, among others buying twelve Long- 
fellow plates, painted by A. Baulenny, 
with figure subjects from the author’s 
works, for $90. 

The returns for the afternoon were $17,- 
841. Otto Bernet took the place of Mr. 
Kirby at the auctioneer’s desk for the 
latter part of the sale. 

The final sale of the Charles T. Yerkes 
collection was held last evening, a lot 
of books, which brought $2,634, bringing 
the total returns for the big sale up te 
$2,207,866. This was for the four even- 
ings’ sale of valuable pictures and one 
afternoon’s sale of rugs and. tapestries at 
Mendelssohn Hall, and three afternoon 
and two evening sales at the house, &64 
Fifth Avenue, at which pieces of sculp- 
ture, less important pictures, books, 
household furnishings and embellishments 
were sold.

Charles C. Burlingham of the Yerkes 
estate, Judge Ward of the United States 
Circuit Court yesterday decided that no 
bids having been received for the Yerkes 
mansion, 864 Fifth Avenue, corner of Six- 
ty-eighth Street, at the upset price of 
$1,400,000, fixed at the time of the previ- 
ous offer of the place for sale, that it 
should be sold without restrictions on 
April 20.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS.

Ex-Gév. Herrick of Ohio Tells 
Metal Tradesmen  Extrava- 
gance Is Our Greatest Peril. 








A CHAMPION FOR CANNON 





Congressman Humphrey Declares the 
Speaker Stands Between the 
Treasury and Rogues. 





An attack on the extravagance of Gov- 
ernmental administration, a prediction 
that the day will soon come when this 
country will face a grave crisis in lack 
of production suuicient to meet the con- 
sumption, and a spirited defense of Speak- 
er Cannon of the House of Representa- 
tives enlivened the twelfth annual dinner 
of the National Metal Trades Association 
last night at the Hotel Astor. 


Myron T. Herrick, ex-Governor of Ohio, 
sounded a note of alarm for the future of 
taxation in this country unless the ad- 
ministration of government is reformed 
accordance with the view of President 

aft. 

He said that in calling attention to the 
great extravagance in the administration 
of the Government he did not wish to *e 
placed in the light of attacking the pres- 
ent Administration or any other particular 
Administration, but to emphasize the fact 
that the time is ripe for placing the Gov- 
ernment on a basis such as that adopted 
by the large corporations of the country. 

President William’ C. Brown of the New 
York C@ntral preceded Mr. Herrick, and 
it was he who predicted the coming crisis 
in the matter of supply and demand, and 
suggested a remedy in awakening the 
farmers of the country to the necessity of 
adopting modern methods of farming to 
increase production on the area which is 
now devoted to the growing of crops. 


The Labor Troubles. 

Mr. Brdwn also spoke of the labor 
troubles his railroad lines have been 
having of late, and told of his efforts to 
bring about the arbitration of the dispute 
between the railroad employes and the 
roads of which he is the head. He said 


that he ana his fellow-officials of the New 
York Central were just closing negotia- 
tions with the employes of that road 
which will involve an increase of $9,000,- 
000 a year In the payrolls. : 

But the subject he wished most to bring 
to the attention of the Metal Trades, he 
said, was the problem of the increased 
cost of living. t was a subject, he said, 
of greater importance just now to the 
business men of the country than any 
other questicn. He said that the in- 
creased cost of Hving had been brought 
about by the fact that consumption is 
rapidly overtaking production in the 
United States. 

‘An alarm should be : 
coast to coast and from Canada 
Gulf to arouse the farmers to their re- 
sponsibility and to their country’s neces- 
sity,’’ said President Brown. ‘* Experi- 
mental farms should be established all 
over the country, for unless we increase 
production we will soon face a day when 
we will be unable to meet the demand 
for those things which sustain life.”’ 

It was ex-Gov. Herrick who unexpected- 
lv called forth the defense of Speaker 
Cannon.

‘* But Congress is not more extravagant 
than the American people demand,” said 
Mr. Humphrey. “<« Speaker Cannon has 
for years stood and borne not only his 
own sins but those of every coward in 
Congress. He has for years more than 
stood between the Treasury and the loot- 
ers of the Treasury. He has stood for 
economy, yet he has been the most vilified 
man in public life. 

‘*Depose Speaker Cannon and you will

If they are going to try to close up the 
bridge, they will have to use some force, 
and we can use force, too.”’

He said 
Church E. Gates & Co. always drove hard 
bargains with the city. “ This is an un- 
conscionable hold-up on the part of so- 
called respectable people,”’ he said. ‘‘ We 
may have to renew this lease, but we 
should make it clear that we do not ap- 
prove of paying $21,500 per annum rental 
for property worth $60,000.” 

Ultimately the matter of re-leasing the 
property for both approaches was referred 
to a committee made up of the Controller, 
President of the Board of Aldermen, and 
Chairman F'rank Dowling of the Alder- 
manic Finance Committee. 

Bradley L. Eaton, Treasurer of Church 
EF. Gates & Co., and E. L. Barnard, a Di- 
rector, who owns property on the other 
side of the river used for the bridge ap- 
proach, were not visibly disturbed by the 
remarks of Mayor Gaynor and Mr, Mit- 
chel. 

‘‘The strip of land the city wanted for 
its approach,” they said, ‘‘ runs through 
our lumber yard. It passes within a few 
feet of our offices here, and the noise and 
dirt the cars and trucks make is par- 
ticularly annoying. The danger to our 
lumber, which is pfled on both sides of 
this strip, from cigar and cigarette stumps 
thrown out of the trolley cars is great. 
We have raised our insurance. We never 
cover it altogether with insurance, and if 
it burned we should stand to lose $50,000 
or more.

In 
cities above 300,000 in population, the 
municipal expenditures increased 20 per 
cent. per capita from 1902 to 1907. If this 
increase continues, the pressure of taxa- 
tion will soon become intolerable and 
credit exhausted.

PARIS, April ,13.—Americans have 
reason to be proud of the showing made 
by their countrymen and country wo- 
men in the Salon of the Beaux Arts, 
which was inaugurated to-day. Both 
they and the English artists, consider- 
ing their relative numbers, command 
as much admiration in the section of 
painting as the French themselves. 

The American painters whose works 
are most conspicuously meritorious are 
James J. Shannon, R. A., of London; 
Miss Elizabeth Nourse, Miss Florence 
Upton, Eygene Paul Ullman, Myron 
Barlow, Frederick Frienseke, Miss 
Ethel Mars, and Julian Rolshoven. 

The exhibition is pronounced by the 
most experienced artists to be of great- 
er general excellence than that of last 
year. There is, however, an almost to- 
tal absence of American sculpture ex- 
hibits. 

PARIS, April 13.—Although this year’s 
Salon of the Société Nationale des Beaux 
Arts, inaugurated to-day by President 
Falliéres, maintains the high standard of 
the past, the general verdict is that it 
contains nothing epoch-making. Neverthe- 
less there is a great variety of subjects 
and marked excellence in the paintings, 
which are arranged with such skill as 
continually to afford delightful surprises.

| QUEBEC'S. ACT UNFRIENDLY. |¢ 





Opinion in Washington—May Prejudice 
the Treaty Negotiations, 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—-The an 
nouncement that the Province of Quebec 
will prohibit the exportation of pulp wood 
to the United States was received here 
with surprise and regret. At the State 
Department it was said that the prospect 
of closer commercial relations and of a 
trade treaty with the Dominion had been 
thought to be sufficiently encouraging 
to deter any of the Provinces from im- 
posing prohibitory restrictions at this 
time. The result of such summary action 
as is proposed will, it is felt, interfere 
Seriously with the realization of the sug- 
gested trade treaty. 

The proposed increase of stumpage dues 
and license fees is not questioned, but the 
intention to prohibit the exportation of 
pulp wood is regarded in some quarters 
as closely approaching an unfriendly act. 

There are 6,000 square miles of Crown 
lands in the Province of Quebec, of which 
American interests—the International Pa- 
per Company and the Berlin Mills: Cont 
pany—lease or rent more than half. An 
adjudication of their rights under the 
new order of things will be a question 
for the State Department to take up. 


QUEBEC, April 13.—It was learned to- 
day on the highest authority that the 
interests of those United States lumber- 
men who have pulp wood cut but not 
delivered will be protected by the Provin- 
cial Government in the order-in-council 
which is to be passed within a few days 
prohibiting the exportation of pulp wood 
to the United States. The new law pro- 
hibiting exportation will apply only to 
puplp wood cut on and after next May 1. 

Regarding a report from Washington 
that the President may impose retaliatory 
duties. on the Province, it is understood 
that the Government has taken this mat- 
ter into consideration and is fully pre- 
pared for any action which Washington 
may take.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 30.—A sharp 
communication has been addressed to the 
reactionary Holy Synod by the Ministry 
of the Imperial Court, apropos of the 
practice of the clergy, from Archbishops 
down to humble village priests, of mix- 
ing politics with religion when called upon 
to greet the Emperor in their spiritual 
capacity.

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“ANTIS APPEAL TO TAFT. 


Not Pleased with His Plan to Address 
the Suffragists. — - 


The announcement that Fresident Taft 
will address the opening meeting of the 
woman suffrage convention in Washing- 
ton on Thursday has brought forth a let- 
ter of protest from the New York State 
Association Opposed to Woman Suffrage, 
whose headquarters are in the Engineers’ 
Building at 29 West Tnirty-ninth Street. 
A letter bearing the signatures of nine 
members of the association reached Presi- 
dent Taft yesterday, having been placed 
in his hands by Senator Root. Mrs. Root 
is an active member of the association. 

The letter says: 


It is with great regret that the women 
belonging to the New York State Associa- 
tion Opposed to Woman Suffrage have 
heard that you are to adGress the advocates 
of woman suffrage at their opening meeting 
this week. Although you have publicly de- 
clared that this action is not to be taken 
as indorsing the movement, it is !mpossible 
to disabuse the minds of the general public 
from accepting your presence there as your 
sanction at least. 

After many years of agitation, which has 
latterly been increasingly active, the Wo- 
man Suffrage Associations have succeeded 
in enlisting the interest of only a very 
small minority of the women of the country. 

I understand that a petition signed by 
1,000,000 names, more or less, of men and 
women is to be presented to Congress. This 
has been the work of years all over the 
country, and yet there are aboot 80,000, 000 
of women alone, There ig no general de- 
mand among women for t the suffrage, and 
we who are actively opposed to woman 
suffrage, and who claim to represent that 
large body of women who by temperament 
and habit are passive opponents, feel that 
in seeking to coerce this majority the mi- 
nority who advocate the\ measure are not 
within the bounds of. proper procedure.

CHARGES MONOPOLY 
IN STOCK ENGRAVING 


Head of Rival Concern Says New 
York Exchange Backs Ameri- 





can Bank Note Company. 





MEMBERS OWN IT, HE SAYS 





Tells Committee at Albany Stock Buy- 
ers Thus Lose $1,500,000 Annually, 
and Offers Letters in Evidence. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 13.—George H. Kendall, 
President of the New York Banknote 
Company, who appeared before the As- 
sembly Ways and Means Committee to- 
day, cited the experience of his com- 
pany in dealing with the New York Stock 
Exchange in relation to the furnishing of 
stock certificates as a reason for the | 
passage of the Toombs resolution provid-' 
ing for an investigation of Wall Street | 
speculation by a@ legislative committee. 
He made the charge that the Stock 
Listing Committee of the Exchange would 
not lst a stock unless the certificates 
were supplied by the American Banknote 
Company. He added that the American 
and subsidiary companies were owned by 
members of the Stock Exchange, and that 
prices charged by it were double the 
amount which would yield an ordinary 
profit. He read four letters, two of which 
he said he sent to the Stock Exchange 
and two purporting to be replies. The 
Stock Exchange in one of the letters sald 
that the New York Banknote Company's 
work had been found to be unsatisfactory. 
Mr. Kendall asserted that the loss to 
the stock-buying public through the mo- 
nopoly held by the American Company 
was about $5,000 a day, or $1,500,000 a 
year. 

‘“‘At one time,” Mr. Kendall said, *“‘ my 
company received through George J. 
Gould an order to furnish the certificates 
for the Western Union Company. The 
Exchange served notice that after a cer- 
tain time certificates must be those sup- 
plied by the American Bank Note Com- 
pany. Mr. Gould replied that if the Ex- 
change insisted he would withdraw all 
his companies and place them in the Con- 
solidated Excnange. That brought the 
Stock Exchange to terms. 

‘‘T have what I consider as a proof of 
my charges in the correspondence be- 
t:ween the Stock Exchange managers and 
myself. I notified the Stock Exchange 
that I intended to let the public know 
to what treatment I was subjected. hey 
replied that they did not care to enter a 
newspaper controversy with me and de- 
clared that my statement in all respects 
was not true. In what little work we 
have done, the Exchange has made trouble 
for us. For instance in the case of the 
Western Union if we finished the certifi- 
cates in brown they would demand that 
we do the work over again in green, or 
vice versa. However in spite of this we 
were able to make a neat profit at about 
40 per cent. the cost charged by the 
American Company.”

Some of the reforms which Mr. Toombs 
declared should be enacted into law are 
these: 

All the Exchanges should be incorpo- 
rated. 

In the case of a corner Exchange, Gov- 
ernors should be compelled to fix a set- 
tlement price, in order to save innocent 
purchasers from injury or ruin. 


compelled to have. their books audited 
four times a year by certified public ac- 
countants and the results of these ex- 
aminations made public in some effective 
way. 

The ilstine requirements and practices 
of Steck Exchanges should be controlled 
in some degree by law and subject to re- 
view by the courts in every detail which 
is not now the case. 

Brokers should be penalized by law for 
reporting a sale on an order by a cus- 
tomer when the sale is not actually made, 
and the trading on Stock Exchanges 
should be done on the ltasis of a reason- 
ably small unit. 

The hypothecating, loaning, and other 
uses of customers’ securities held by 
brokers should be rigidly restrained and 
precautionary restrictions should be placed 
on the use of banking funds and specula- 
tion by big financial interests. 

The practices of organizers and promot- 
ers, the reorganizers and the receivers 
of corpoations should have closer super- 
vision than exists under the present laws. 

The American Banknote Company, ac- 
cording to the records of the Secretary 
of State at Albany, was incorporated in 
1858 with a capital of $5,000 cash, nine 
Trustees, and 100 shares of stock. T’wen- 
ty-one vears later by a_ consolidation 
agreement the company absorbed the 
ational Banknote Company and the Con- 
tinental Banknote Company, with $100,000 
capital and 72,000 shares of stock. 

In 1906 the corporation increased its 
capital to $10,000,000, when it was _ reor- 
ganized by William Nelson Cromwell, the 
lawyer. Edmund C, Converse, the bank- 
er, was elected President. Between 1902 
and 1906 several of the Directors, includ- 
ing Mr. Converse. Mr. Cromwell, its at- 
torney, and F. L, Hine, gathered in as 
much of the stock of the concern as pos- 
sible. They paid, it is said, Louis H. Por- 
ter, a son of Timothy H. Porter, the foun- 
der of the company, $60 a share for his 
3,000 shares, and a similarily low price 
for some 5,000 shares held by estates in 
and around Boston. Shortly after this, it 
is said, American Banknote stock was 
quoted at $90 a share. 

After Mr. Cromwell and his associates 
had gathered up the bulk of the loose 
stock, articles of incorporation were filed 
at Albany, and the concern became known 
by its present title, the United Bank Note 
Corporation. Although the papers of in- 
corporation were filed on Feb: 20, 1906, 
it was not until two months later that 
the names of some of the real Directors 
became known. Seven certified to the 
payment of one-half of the company’s 
capital stock. as ‘ $600,000 in money and 
$4,400,000 in property.”’ These Directors 
were E. C. Converse, Warren L. Green, 
Francis L. Potts, Charles A. Moore, Will-

Andrew V. Stout» Under date of Dec. 12, 
1905, the plan of recapitalization of the 
American Bank Note Company had been 
put out by a committee composed of 
Messrs. Cromwell, Converse, Hine, Free- 
land, and Green, with Sullivan & Crom- 
well as attorneys. 

The new stock pays 4 per cent. on the 
common and 6 per cent. on the preferred. 
On April 2, 1909, the corporation published 
a statement which showed a surplus of 
$3,422,740. The Directors of the corpora- 
tion are E. C. Converse, Warren L. Green, 
James R. Ford, Charles A. Moore, Will- 
iam Nelson Cromwell, J. R. De Lamar, 
F. S. Smithers, Francis L. Hine, John 
Mason Little, F. L. Potts, A. V. Stout, 
W. Nesbitt, and Senator W. Murray 
Crane. George H. Danforth is the Sec- 
retary, and Charles L. Lee the Treasurer. 

Mr. Cromwell began to take an active 
interest in the affairs of the American 
bank Note Company in 1902. He has the 
backing of President Converse and the 
latter’s relatives, J. McDonough and War- 
ren L Green, Mr. Hine, and Mrs. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, who inherited a financial in- 
terest in the company. Mr. Green, it is 
said, draws a salary at present as Presi- 
dent of the old American Bank Note Com- 
pany.

When he was asked if 
it hurt him, he replied ‘‘ Naw.” 
Nevertheless, Commissioner Alrick H. 
Man of Queens insisted that Miss Tib- 
bitts was ‘‘a dangerous teacher to have 
in the schools.’’ 

“Why,

May Be Prosecutors Before Commerce 
Court in Amended Rallway Bill.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—The Senais 
disposed of several committee amend- 
ments to the Administration Railroad bil 
to-day. No set speeches were made, and 
the discussion throughout was confined 
to amendments pending at the time. Chief 
among the amendments agreed to was the 
change proposed on Monday by Se 
Cummins, and accepted by Mr. 
for the committee. This concession, which 
will enable the complaining shipper after 


winning his case before the Inter- tate 
Commerce Commission to appear by coun 
sel before the Commerce Court, and be a 
party with the Government to the case, is 
regarded by the insurgents as an impor- 
tant victory over the organization. 

The one limitation on the shipper’s 


right to be represented in court was that | 
the court could make such regulations as | 


the nature of tne case required for his 
participation with other shippers and the 
Government in defending the commission's 
order. Even this limitation was further 
reduced by an amendment submitted to- 
day by Senator Bacon, a Georgia Demo- 
crat, svecifying that the regulations 
should be identical with those now in 
vogue in courts of equity. This amend- 
ment was accepted by Mr. Elkins. 

There was some debate on Mr. Elkins’s 
amendment making the pending bill when 
passed go into effect sixty days after its 
paseess. Mr. Cummins said he thought 
his gave the railroads too much time for 
nullifying some of the provisions of the 
bill, while Mr. Bacon showed the Demo- 
cratic hostility to the measure by declar- 
ing that, as the bill was bad, the longer 
its going into effect could be postponed 
the better it would be.

Out of the discussion by the New York 
Branch of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association on Monday evening of the 
best means for reaching true standafés of 
all drugs which may be used by physi- 
cians in this country was evolved a plan, 
it was stated yesterday, which. in the 
opinion of many, will go a longs way 
toward protecting the Nation’s sick if it 
is adopted by the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association and the American Med- 
ical Association at their meeting in Wash- 
ington on May 10. 


This plan, suggested by Dr. Henry H. 
Rusby, a member of the Revision Com- 
mittee of the present Pharmacopoeia, and, 
it is said, agreed to by Dr. Egbert Le 
Fevre, Dr. W. A. Bastedo, and other 
leading physicians who have ideas of 
their Own on the subject, permits the 
division of pharmacy of the American 
Medical Association to be represented on 
the Revision Committee of the Pharms- 
copoecia, with the privilege of compiling 
a restricted list of drugs which they wish ° 
the entire medical profession to use. This 
ist is to include, according to present in- 
tentions, about 300 drugs in more or less 
common use. 


{In the opinion of the leading members 
of the American Medical Association, they 
are tne best-known medicaments, and 
such physicians apparently think that if ' 
the hignest standards of purity and 
Strengih for these are provided and main- - 
tained, the entire medical profession will 
inclined tow rard choosing and using 
them in their practice to the exclusion:

It is 
certainly the sum of the moral, feminist 
or Otherwise, of Eugene Brieux’s remark- 
able play, ‘“‘ The Three Daughters of M. 
Dupont,’ very excellently translated and 
very ably acted in its principal réle by 
. Mr. Laurence Irving at the Comedy The- 
Whether New York will 
take to Brieux or not is, as Mr. Irving 
remarked, a hard matter to determine. 


But it is well to have reps | Sppertuartigs 
of becoming familiar with his work 

For Brieux’s plays are exceptionally 
interesting. And they are real in the 
sense that they people the stage with 
real ideas expressed in the words and 
actions of people who are true to life. 

M. Brieux is essentially the dramatist 
of. the French middle class. And, of 
course, in the lobbv one heard again last 
night that his play would not be under- 
stood, The French marriage laws are so 
very different: conditions are not the 
same. ‘hat neonsense! Must all drama 
narrow itself dewn to a provincial out- 
io0o0k? Even so unhappy marriages and 
the causes leading up to them are general 
enough to rhake the major theme of ‘“‘ The 
Three Daughters of Monsieur Dupent ” 
plain, That ought to be the play’s 
Streugth for people anywhere. And its 
humor, too, is universal For it is the 
hemor of conditions created by slavish 
acceptance of convention. 

Dupont in the last analysis is just 
am average sort of rogue, and a most 
amusing one. He is a martinet in his own 
household, and he prides himself on his 
a&stuteness and his shrewdness. True, he 
has had bad luck with his daughters, one 
of whom made ea mistake, and was turned 
out of the house, td go altogether to the 
bad in consequence, another of whom, 
having no marriage portion, is an old 
maid, and a third, who might go begging 
for a husband, but for the fact that there 
are cther parents just as roguish, if not 
quite so clever as this M. Dupont. Of the 
three daughters Julie is the only one who 
apears to have any positive voltion of her 
own, though all three are beautifully 
drawn, the old maid, a religious en- 
thusiast, narrow to the last degree, the 
wutceast, a woman who has learned how 
little the world holds for one who has no 
anchor in the home, Julie, finally, with 
a dawning of the feminist conscience and 
point of view, but not vet strong eough to 
waintain her independence. 

On both sides there is deception to 
bring about an agreement for the mar- 
riage—duplicity on the part of the parents, 
pretense of affection on that of the prin- 
cipals. The suitor hovers between pas- 
sion and mere greed, the girl herself is 
led into the match through “fear of losing 
a last chance, but, primarily, because of 
a strong maternal instinct. And in the 
end there is bitterness and disappointment 
all around. The Duponts have expected 
added prosperity through a legacy from 
a-rich uncle of their son-in-law, though 
the Marauts, at the time of the betrothal 
knew that the man has lost every sou. 
The Marauts, on their part, have counted 
on twice the sum which Julie can bring 
thetr son as a dowry. Young Maraut 
awakes to the fact that his wife does not 
love him, that she is unwilling to play the 
réle of both mistress and servant in his 
household, and Julie herself, after a 
Superb scene which discovers that there 
has been wrong on both sides and that 
something is to be said by each in ex- 
tenuation of his or her position—as there 
almost always is—finally learns that her 
hope of a child, the one consolation in all 
her distress, is to denied her. 

Here occurs a scene of sheer brutality, 
real enough, no doubt, but which might 
With advantage be modified in this coun- 
ivy, for, after all, the Anglo-Saxon, or, 
at any rate, the American viewpoint on 
these matters is so strong that the sight 
of husbang and wife in a wild struggle 
for the mastery is not particularly affect- 
ing. This is a detail, however. 

The play as a play is interesting in 
its revelation of types and character and 
point of view, and through it all move 
the figure of M. Dupont—capitally ~iameed 
by Mr. Irving in make-up and in acting— 
the shrewd, calculating bourgeois, a man 
with all the petty vanities and ambitions 
of his class, anxious to shine in his neigh- 
bor’s eves, afraid of their gossip, calcu- 
lating every action from the point of 
view of *‘ what will people think.’ 

When his unfortunate daughter is com- 
ing home after years of absence he con- 
fesses to a certain amount of feeling at 
the prospect, but can he meet her at the 
station? Suppose some on should see him 
and ask him whom he comes to see? Even 
the very words with which he is to gree 
her are carefully rehearsed. Happily, 
they are forgotten in the interview—one 
of the truest and most human touches in 
play—when the fallen woman, after 
many years, slinks again into the bosom 
of.her family, only to find it cold and 
unfriendly. But if the figure of Dupont 
is excellent, no less so are the others, 
from the daughter and the mother on the 
one side to the grasping Mother Mairut 
on.,the other. dominating her shrinking 
husband. until, at the very last, with 
everybody trying to make capital out of 
the misfortunes of the children, he finally 
asserts himself and brings some sense 


of justice into play. 


For those who think seriously at a play 
this one is by no means all pleasant, but 
the character of M. Dupont and Mr. Irv- 
ing’s sag of it are so filled with dry 
humor, so lightened with real touches 
true to” character. that it is almost al- 
Ways amusing. Miss Hackney, too, plays 
with light and shade, and for the most 
part with an excellent suggestion of the 
phases of the type of woman Julie would 
Suggest. She is not quite equal, how- 
evér, to the full expression of the emo- 
tions in the stronger scenes. 

Of the others, iss Jeffreys Lewis is 
urntisually successful in the réle of Mrs. 
Mairut, while Charles Millward, barring 
some stiffness and an explosive speech 
when excited, plays very well as the hus- 
band. Miss Dorr’s emotionalism is gen- 
oveny somewhat theatrical. In the réle

IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Curtailment of Pig. Iron Production 
Needed—Foundry Buying Falling Off. 


Commenting on general trade condi- 
tions The Iron Age says: 


Curtailment of pig iron production is dis- 
cussed as the thing most needed in that 
market.

Company Satisfied with Its Show of 
Quarterly Earnings—Extension to 
Thirty-third Street by Oct. 1. 





The Hudson & Manhattan Railroad 
Company, which operates the traction 
tubes under the Hudson River from Jer- 
sey City and Hoboken to the Cortlandt 
Street terminal and the shopping district 
at Sixth Avenue, issued its first annual 
report yesterday, which, besides giving 
a balance sheet of the company’s position 
at the end of the year March 31, and a 
statement of earnings for the last quar- 
ter, gives a very full account of the com- 
panyv’s plans for immediate extension.

DECRIES POLITICS IN PULPIT. 


Bishop Gailor of Tennessee Warns 
Against Hasty Preaching of Reform. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 13.—The Right 
Kev. Thomas Gailor, Bishop of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of Tennessee, delivered the 
principal address at the convention of the 
Christian Social Union, a National or-| 
ganization of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, here to-day in Trinity Church, in 
which he deplored the political activities 
of ministers. He urged a wise, conserva- 
tive, but unflinching policy regarding the 
eradication of crying wrongs. 

Referring to the temperance agitation 
in Tennessee, he said that it had resulted 
in unwise legislation. 

““ Many people thought State-wide pa»- 
hibition to be the ideal remedy,” sail 
the Bishop. ‘Instead of calling to thei 
aid some experts on the subject and 
having laws framed that could be en- 
forced, they forced through the Legisla- 
ture a measure that has led to civic de- 
generacy. It is impracticable. The re- 
formers should leave lawmaking to wise 
experts, and be content with educating 
public sentiment. 

“So with corporate injustice of every 

kind. We must educate the people to 
overcome these, wrongs with the aid of 
expert socialists in economics. 
_“ When a question gets into politics,: it 
is a good thing for the pulpit to leave“it 
alone. The pulpit must not allow itself 
to be dragged down into participation in 
premature or ill-advised reforms.”’

SEEK COMPROMISE 
UPON RACING BILLS 





Brackett Says Albany Committee 
Wants to Eliminate Gambler 
With or Without Books. 





ACTION TAKEN ON ONE BILL 
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House Passes Measure Extending Pres- 
ent Law to Any Inclosure—Arguments 


on Both Sides Before Committee.

ALBANY, April 13.—Acting as mediator 
between the racing interests who declare 
that the Agnew-Perkins bills mean the 
closing of the race tracks of the State, 
and the.advocates of the bills, the Sen- 
ate Codes Committee to-morrow will make 
an effort to report bills which will strike 
at the bookmaker and protect the rights 
of those who desire to make friendly bets. 

Breeders of horses, dealers in thorough- 
breds, and owners of race tracks pleaded 
before the committee at the hearing to- 
day to make the text of the proposed 
amendments to the Agnew-Hart act less 
severe than they are at present. 

Canon Chase of Brooklyn, representing 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime, 
said he would be glad to have the horse 
industry thrive, but “ not if it means the 
ruin of boys and girls.’’ 

J. N. Camden, a breeder from Kentucky, 
said it was not “ possible for breeding and 
racing to be conducted in this country on 
a high standard ‘with New York elimi- 
nated.’ . 

‘If racing cannot be conducted reputa- 
bly and upon qa decent plane,’”’ Mr, Cam- 
den continued, ‘‘I would rather see the 
race tracks close. There is nothing in- 
hereutly pernicious or morally perverted 
in the racing of horses. But there are 
parasites who fasten upon it, as is the 
case in everything in nature. 

‘‘Under the decision of the Court of 
Appeals the wager of a box of candy 
against a pair of gloves would be the lay- 
ing of odds, which these amendments 
would prohibit,””’ Joseph T. Auerbach, rep- 
resenting The Jockey Club, stated. — 

‘“Do you believe that?’’ Canon Chase 
asked. a 

‘“ Believe it? Of course I do,’’ Mr. Auer- 
bach replied. “It is the language of 
Judge Haight, and Judge Cullen wrote an 
opinion in which he said such legislation 
would bring the administration of the law 
into disrepute.”’ 

‘“‘T do not think the committee has any 
sympathy with the use of official power 
oppressively, as it has been used,"’ Sen- 
ator Brackett, Chairman of the commit- 
tee said. “It is my belief, however, that 
the members of the committee would like 
to eliminate the professional gambler, the 
man with the checkerboard clothes, 
whether he makes his books orally or 
with a record. How would you do it’ 

Mr. Auerbach said bookmaking was not 
subject to definiticn, but to enumeration. 
He pointed to the language of Judge 
Haight in a recent decision of the Cotrt 
of Appeals, and declared that the bills 
should be so framed as to take away from 
the bookmaker the conditions which 
would make his business protitable. He 
then suggested an amendment which took 
out the words ‘‘ orally or otherwise, in 
relation to bookmaking, 4s weil_as the 
art of the section which makes it un- 
awful to lay odds on any future event.
